LOOK INTCTSIMS' CHARGES 


Naval Court of Inquiry Meets to 


Decide Daniel's Complaint 


WASHINGTON — A double-bar- 


relled investigation of 
the 
navy's 


work during the war, will start in 
Washington next week. 


While the senate 
naval . affairs 


committee is probing Rear Admiral 
Sims' charges that the navy depart- 
ment's alleged inefficiency prolonged 
the war. a court of inquiry sitting at 
the request of Secretary Daniels will 
be looking into tho complaints that 
Sims removed Rear Admiral Fletch- 
er from command at. Brest in 1917 
without just cause. 


Supporters of Sims in his famous 


controversy with Daniels, professed 
seeing in the calling of the naval 
court a counter-attack by the secre- 
tary against Sims. They hinted that 
Daniels, instead of waiting for tbe 
senate, to probe Sims' charges against 
him, launched an investigation of 
his own into the corduct of Sims 


The naval court of inquiry is to 


bo composed of Rear Admiral Rog- 
ers, Oliver. Ifoogerwerfer and Cap- 
tain K. M. Bennett. Admiral Fletch- 
er, who is now commander of 
the

naval district, Hawaii, asked
